POLICE SYSTEM HELD 
UNAVAILING IN CASES 


Bulk of Complaints Are Found 
to Be Unimportant by 
Expert Investigators. 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN. 

Observation to determine what tis 
wrong with Washington traffic indi- 
cates definitely that the onus for the 
chaotic and confusing situation pre- 
vailing here falls most heavily upon 
the arrogant private vehicle operator, 
the taxi driver, and the light com- 
mercial vehicle operator. There are 
others, of course, whose deviations 
from the path of reason and right are 
dangerous but, in the main, the three 
groups named include the most serious 
offenders. 

Contrasting strikingly with this fact 
are the revelations of an analysis of 
the arrest records in connection with 
enforcement of the traffic regulations 
showing that members of the three 
groups mentioned figure least in the 
police round-up of law violators, 

The most recent figures available—- 
those for July of the current year— 
markedly illustrate this point. 

During the month, usually the high 
mark of the year in respect to traffic 
arrests, 4,135 motorists: felt the clutch 
of the law 

Speeders Feel Little Law. 

Of outstanding significance in con- 
nection with these figures is the fact 
that approximately only one-fourth of 
these were made to pay the penalty 
for infractions of those regulations 
most peculiarly relating to safety. 

The speeder, the reckless weaver in 
traffic, the driver who ignores the 
boulevard stop sign regulation, the one 
who cuts the corner sharply and 
speedily, and the careless who violate 
the sanctity of the safety zone—these 
are the motorists whose sins against 
safety are most widely recognized as 
serious How did they fare among the 
traffic violators who paid the penalty 
for their malefactions? 

Of the 4,135 arrests, but 589 were 
on charges of speeding. Roughly, they 
constitute only 14 per cent of those 
haled before the bar of justice for en- 
dangering the safety of themselves and 
others. 

And the reckless? What was their 
fate with reference to police detection 
and arrest? According to the records, 
charges of reckless driving were placed 
against only 223. That fact suggests 
to many observers of the traffic situa- 
tion in the National Capital two ques- 
tions: 

What do the police regard as reck- 
lessness on the part of the motorist? 

Where Are the Police? 

Where are the police during the rush 
hours of traffic when the arrogant 
driver is at his tempestuous worst? 

Actual count at typical corners under 
average conditions would indicate be-

JURY AWARDS BRYANT 
$90,000 IN LOVE SUIT 


Holds Henry Westall, Club- 
man, Must Pay Following 


Alienation Charge. 

Asheville, S. C., Aug. 15. (A.P.).—Fifty 
thousand dollars was awarded G. Wal- 
lace Bryant by a Buncombe County jury 
today, just half the amount he had 
asked in his suit against Henry Westall, 
prominent Asheville clubman, for al- 
leged alienation of Mrs. Bryant’s af- 
fections. The jury gave Bryant $38,000 
actual and $12,000 punitive damages. 

The verdict came after several days 
of sensational testimony, in which Bry- 
ant, who is a patient in a local sani- 
tarilum for the treatment of tubercu- 
losis, sought to show that his home 
was wrecked asa result of the alleged 
attentions paid Mrs. Bryant by Westall. 

Counsel for the defendant made a 
motion to have the verdict set aside 
on the ground that it was excessive. 
and Judge H. Hoyle Sink announced 
that he would set a time when argu- 
ment en that point would be heard.

Puerto Cabezas, Ni~iragua, Aug. 15 
(A.P.).—Marine forces in pursuit of the 
guerillas with whom they recently had 
a pitched combat, have been victorious 
in two new skirmishes.

'Man Found Strangled 
In Arlington Cemetery 


Believed Paul Z. Randolph, Pennsylvania Veteran. 
Discovered in Ravine Under Tree Choked to 
Death With Necktie—Relatives Sought. 


In a little-frequented spot in an 
Arlington National Cemetery ravine the 
body of a man believed to be Paul Z. 
Randolph, 38-year-old war veteran, of 
Shamokin, Pa., was found yesterday, 
shortly after noon, by a negro work- 
man cutting grass in the vicinity. The 
man had been strangled to death with 
his black necktie, which was drawn 
tightly around his throat and knotted 
front and back. 

Beside the body, which was under a 
tree about 70 feet from McClellan 
driveway, lay a newspaper dated Mon- 
day, and in the man’s pockets were 
found parts of correspondence with the 
United States Veterans’ Bureau, most 
of which had been torn away, except 
parts bearing the name and _ “serial 
number of an adjusted compensation 
certificate. 

Immediately after the discovery, 
Lieut. Thomas A. Roberts, jr., officer 
of the day, and Maj. James H. Truitt, 
Army Medical Reserve Corps, of Glen- 
dale, Md., who is acting medical of- 
ficer at Fort Myer, were notified, and 


they viewed the body. They found the 
torn correspondence and also the name 
P. Z Randolph in the band of the 
straw hat that the man wore, and cor- 
responding initials or his belt buckle. 

Maj. Truitt said that the man had 
probably been dead 48 hours, or at 
least since Monday night. He said that 
there was no sign of any scuffling in the 
vicinity, nor any evidence of murder. 
The man died of strangulation, ap- 
parently self-inflicted, Maj. Truitt 
stated, and his neck was not broken. 
The body was prone upon its back. 

Maj. Truitt and Lieut. Roberts sub- 
mitted a report to Robert Dye, super- 
intendent of the cemetery, who imme- 
diately had the body removed to the 
funera] parlor of Norval K. Tabler, 928 
M street northwest, where it is held 
pending orders from the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau., 

The body was fairly well dressed in 
a dark suit and apparently brand-new 
sult o. underwear, Maj. Truitt said, but 
not a cent of money nor an article 
of jewelry was found.

Wausau, Wis.. 15 (A.P.).—Em- 
phasizing America’s earnest determina- 
tion to promote international peace, 
President hailed today the 
pending covenant for the outlawry of 
war as the brightest hope for peace the 
world has ever seen. 

Addressing more than 15,000 persons 
at the convention of the Wisconsin 
American Legion, the Chief Executive 
described the Kellogg-Briand pact as 
an international agreement which 
would have prevented the catastrophe

Interrupted frequently by applause 
as he stood bareheaded under a canopy 
facing the grand stand of Marathon 
Park, President Coolidge pointed to the 
antiwar treaty as witness that Amer- 
ica’s military establishment was not 
maintained for any aggressive purposes. 

Following his address, the President. 
Mrs. Coolidge and their son, John, were 
made life guests of the Talbot Mont- 
gomery Post, No. 10, and the auxillary 
of the American Legion. Mr. Coolidge

Rio Janeiro, Brazil, Aug. 15 (A.P.).— 
Ten thousand vigilantes, under Jose 
Morbeck, who is nicknamed “the Cecil 
Rhodes of South America,” have endea 
two months of guerrilla warfare in Mat- 
to Grosso by driving 2,000 disgruntled 
native diamond prospectors across the 
border of the State of Guyaz. Reports 
of the trouble reaching here tell of 
fights in the jungle and uplands of 
the rich diamond fields, of night forays, 
the burning of towns and the wiping 
out of inhabitants of several commun- 
ities, 

The trouble started when natives 
found they had been paid in counter- 
feit money for weeks of prospecting 
work in the stifling jungles. The use 
of fake money had become a common 
practice among the irresponsible foreign 
adventurers who infest the region and 
finally the natives decided to wipe out 
the boss prospectors.

Kellogg to Sign Today 
3 Arbitration Treaties 


Secretary of State Kellogg will sign 
arbitration and conciliation treaties to- 
day with Austria, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland, it was announced by the State 
Department yesterday. The formalities 
are scheduled to take place this morn- 
ing at the department, when the three 
diplomatic envoys of the participating 
countries will affix their signatures. 
Secretary Kellogg will sign the pacts 
with Austria at 9:15 o’clock, with Czech- 
oslovakia at 10 o’clock and with Poland 
at 11:15 o’clock. The arbitration trea- 
ties are similar to the Bryan treaties 
and have been already concluded with 
France, Italy, Germany, Denmark and 
Finland. Negotiations for arbitration 
pacts are now in progress between the 
United States and 22 nations and con- 
cililation treaties with 15 nations.

MIMIC AERIAL ATTACK 
“DESTROYS” LONDON 


100 Bombing Planes Pene- 
trate Defenses and Wipe 
Out Capital. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, Aug. 15.—If any of central 
London was not ruined in the past two 
days’ bombardment from the air, it 
d*finitely went, off the map tonight 
when mimic war between the East land 
and West land reached a climax in a 
terrific massed attack by 100 bombing 


planes. Penetrating the London de- 
fenses, the raiders again registered a 
direct hit on the air ministry, while 
other squadrons cruised over the Bank 
of England, St. Paul’s Cathedral and 
along the Strand to the West End and 
back again. They then started for the 
coast, leaving London wiped out. 

No official deductions from the op- 
erations have been given out, but the 
conseusus of expert unofficial observers 
here tonight was that each successive 
day’s exercises have served to stress the 
inadequacy of London's defense against 
attack from the alr. 

The single-seated fighter, it is pointed 
out, should out perform any bomber, 
but, as a matter of fact, one bombing 
squadron sighted by the defenders 
evaded them simply by flying away at 
full speed, which was 20 miles an hour 
faster than their pursuers. The Morn- 
ing Post correspondent also says that 
events during maneuvers arouses the 
gravest doubt of the wisdom of fitting 
the fighters with air-cooled motors, 
whereas the last Schneider trophy race 
demonstrated that for speed the water- 
cooled engine was supreme.

These do not include tax 
bills on autos of an approximate value 
of $2,300,000 owned in Montgomery 
County, which will be mailed out in 
October, Walker said yesterday. 

The increase in taxes, unprecedented 
in the history of the county, is ac- 
counted for in the increase in the tax- 
able basis of the county recently ar- 
rived at by the board of assessors. The 
taxable basis was set at $73,531,770. 
More than 60 per cent of the increase 
will be borne by property owners in 
the Maryland metropolitan area em-

City Detective F. M. Littlejohn, cred- 
ited with working up the case, was sub- 
jected to more than three hours of 
questioning. On cross-examination the 
defense attempted to block the intro- 
duction of the Daniels confession by 
charging it was obtained under duress 
and false promise, The court refused 
to allow the claim, however, after con- 
sultation with attorneys. 

The defense also attempted to block 
the introduction of several letters by 
alleging that they were fradulently ob- 
tained. Littlejohn testified that he, 
had taken them from the Presslar 
household without objection from Mr. 
and Mrs, Presslar. 

Letters Tell of Love. 

The letters were read in court over 
the objection of defense counsel.

Lights Causing Few Accidents. 


A question also is raised in connec- 
tion with the 428 arrests made for de- 
fective heedlights. In many quarters, 
nonlega] lights are regarded as a grave 
menace and in some cases they are. 
Yet, a recent survey of more than 25,- 
000 traffic mishaps by one of the pro- 
gressive motor vehicle departments of 
the country revealed that faulty lights 
were accountable for less than 1 per 
cent—trivial in comparison with the 
74.3 per cent traced to speeding and 
other forms of driving misconduct. 

That the July figures are by no means 
exceptional to the general average with 
respect to traffic arrests is regarded as 
Clearly evident in a comparison with 
the total number made last year. 

These figures reveal that of 38,370 
police apprehensions of traffic viola- 
tors, the Police Department, itself, 
classified 29,619 as miscellaneous. There 
were, in that twelve months, 5,821 ar- 
rests for speeding, again, roughly, 14 
per cent of the total. The proportion 
with regard to reckless driving, similar- 
ly, is indicated in the fact that 2,031 
were taken on this charge. 

The whole situation with respect to 
traffic arrests, as measured by condl- 
tions on the streets of the National 
Capital, leads to one of two views on 
the part of most observers; either the 
police force is inadequate or inefficient, 
or both; or, that it 1s misdirected in 
its efforts to punish the minor law 
violator while the serious menace to 
safety roams rampant through the 
streets. 

Conditions, these students of traffic 
believe, will be remedied when the 
police force is enlarged or spurred to 
greater diligence with the effect that 
its arrest total shows the arrogant and 
reckless in the lead—the position now 
held by the overtime parker, who 1s a 
violator, of course, but the easiest 
type to apprehend.

TURKEY BRANDING. 

It appears strange to find the laws of the 
cattle range being revived in behalf of the 
turkey. Yet that is the situation in Idaho. 
Where formerly on the wide plains of the West 
cattle rustling was the bane of the cattle grow- 
er and the most stringent laws, often set as:de 
by the -short shrift of popular justice, were 
required to suppress the outlaws, now the tur- 
key thief has become a counterpart of the 
old-timed misbrander and rustler of cattle. 
With the growth of the industry in Idaho to 
proportions that match those it has assumed 
in Texas, wide complaint is heard of the men- 
ace to its profit which has arisen from ex- 
tensive thievery. 

The turkey is prone to wander, and at best 
is difficult to hold within bounds, but the vast 
acreage given to its culture by the grower 
provides ample room for its rovings. Yet this 
roving habit has made it easy for the robber, 
adept in turkey calling, to lure birds trom 
their owner’s preserves, 

The law provides a ten years’ penalty for 
turkey stealing, but convictions are few be- 
cause the evidence is not conclusive. One 
gold dollar is much like another, and one 
turkey resembles another. The last resource, 
and an effectual one, is that which was adopted 
upon the cattle ranges, the branding of the 
birds. The brands are a combination of letters 
tatooed under the left wing. In addition’ to 
branding, the laws require searching invest! 
gation of any person having for sale poultry 
not for immediate slaughter. 

The turkey is the nationa] bird at Thanks- 
giving and Christmas, and protection of the 
rights of the grower appears to the consumer 
almost a national duty. Idaho’s protective 
measures are to be applauded. 


THE LOWENSTEIN MYSTERY. 


The mystery of the Lowenstein case is in- 
tensified by the finding of toxic substances in 
the dead man’s stomach. The public curiosity 
is not satisfied by the meager report emanat- 
ing from Brussels in regard to this discovery. 
Whether or not the poisonous substance was 
sufficient to cause death or extreme pain is not 
disclosed. Assuming, however, that poicon 
was an element in the tragedy. the field of 
speculation regarding Loweustein’s spectacu- 


lar death is greatly broadened. 


Lowenstein was accompanied by a secre- 
tary, an amanuensis, and a valet when he left 
London early in July on his fatal flight. The 
pilot was busy at the controls, and the otner 
members of the party paid little attention to 
Lowenstein when he left his seat to enter the 
back section of the plane. After ten minutes 
had elapsed, however, the secretary went into 
that room and failed to find Lowenstein. The 
missing man’s collar and tie had been ripped 
off. He had forced open the door of the plane 
and leaped into space, falling 4,000 feet. On 
July 19 his body was found by a fishing smack, 
and identification was made by means of a tag 
or a wrist watch. 

The story of the passengers and pilot seemed 
to confirm the theory of suicide. Against this 
theory was cited the fact that the side door of

amounting to $40,000,000, and his buoyantly 
optimistic temperament and active brain might 
have made these losses seem trivial. In the 
midst of ambitious schemes, some of them 
coming to fruition, it does not seem reasonable 
to assume that he was suddenly seized by a 
suicidal frenzy, to the extent of ripping his 
collar off and leaping into the sea from an air- 
plane. Could he have been attacked by ex- 
cruciating pain, caused by poison, of such a 
maddening nature that he felt that he was suf- 
focating, and that he then rushed to the door. 
wrenched it open with maniacal strength, and 
jumped into space? If so, who administered 
the poison? 

No doubt Lowenstein’s family 
investigators at work on bis case.

the late Albert J. Beveridge. 
left unfinished by Mr. Beveridge, but just how 
At all 
events, Mr, Beveridge’s family and assistants 
may be competent to round out the work. 

A letter written by Mr. Beveridge has re- 
cently been published. Iu this he states how 
he happened to devote himself to the Lincoln 
biography. “While I was at work upon the 
Marshall,” he writes, “this thought was cou- 
stantly in the back of my head: What mun 
conspicuously took up his work, adopted his 
philosophy, and carried both on to a practical 
conclusion? Obviously one man, only one— 
Abraham Lincoln.” 

The work which occupied Mr. Beveridge’s 
last years wil] undoubtedly be one of the great 
contributions to American scholarship. ‘The 
“Life of John Marshall” stands alone; it is 
not even approached by any other work on 
the life and times of the great Chief Justice.

“swan song” is one of the most beauti- 


ful that has come down to us through 
the ages. Its origin is difficult to trace,

Socrates, in the fifth century B. C., 
is credited with having referred to this 
legend of the swan, “which * * ®* 
all good men should imitate, who per- 
ceiving what gain there was in death, 
should die singing with joy.” Aristotle. 
who lived during the next century and 
was the greatest nuturalist of his time, 
accepted the swan song as fact, for he 
says: “Swans heve the power of song, 
especially when near the end of their 
lives, and some persons, sailing near 
the coast of Lybia. have met many of 
them in the sea, singing a mournful 
song, and have afterward seen them 
die.” 

Poets have been reluctant to aban- 
don so fine a theme. The works of 
Shakespeare contain several references 
to the swan song, notably in “Othello” 
and “The Merchant of Venice.” 

The late Prof. D. G. Elliot, one of 
America’s greatest and most respected 
scientists, relates that he and a friend 
were shooting in Currituck Sound 
North Carolina, when one of a passing 
flock of swans was hit. “On receiving 
his wound, the wings became fixed, and 
he commenced at once his song, which 
was continued until the water was 
reached, nearly halt a mile away. 1 am 
perfectly familiar with every note a 
swan is accustomed to utter, but never 
before or since have I heard any like 
those sung by this stricken bird. Most

Kelly Miller’s Vague Advice. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: ! 
wish to offer a brief comment on an 
article in your columns of Tuesday 
over the signature of Prof. Kelly Miller, 
of Howard University, relative to the 
“attitude of the.colored voter.” 

The writer enjoins the colored voter 
that he must not be actuated in cast- 
ing his ballot by a vindictive motive. 
He leads us through a maze of Kantian 
rhetoric in an analysis of the elements 
which constitutes the basis for a vin- 
dictive choice, and points out the diffi- 
culties that confront the colored voter 
in any attempt to weigh the advan- 
tages and disadvantages attendant 
upon a choice “impelled by fear and 
revenge,” and, finally he concludes: 

“By lining up on the side of law 
and order, of temperance and right- 
eousness, the negro frees himself from 
the motive of vindictive politics and 
takes on the stimulating advantage of 
the moral aggressive.” 

‘The professor did not feel it incum- 
bent upon him to designate the party 
which represents the “side” he refers 
to, whether Hoover’s side or Smith’s 
side. He probably deemed it a matter 
too obvious to mention and probably 
it is a reflection upon my intelligence 
that I should be unable .to divine the 
side on which he thinks the colored 
voter should align himself. But the 
choice should be based upon policies 
and measures and not upon mere slo- 
gans or vague generalities. The col- 
ored voter, as any other voter, should 
cast his ballot for the party which 
espouses policies and measures which 
he believes are calculated to bring 
about more effegtually the results 
idealized by Prof. Miller. If the pro- 
fessor recommends Smith for Presiden‘, 
the colored voter would no doubt be 
glad to have him say so.

ELECTRIC LIGHT RATE 
REDUCTION PROMISED 


Company Earns More Than 
714, Per Cent on Valuation 
and Keeps Pledge. 


Another reduction in electric light 
rates, effective January 1, was predict- 
ed at the offices of the Public Utille 
ties Commission yesterday. . The free 
ductions have become annual affairs 
under the consent decree whereby the 
Potomac Electric Power Co. devotes 
half of its profits over 714 per cent on 
valuation to rate reduction. 

Tabulation for six months showed 
that up to July 1 the company earned 
$351,747 more than it did in the cor- 
responding half of last year. Last year 
the company earned more than 714 per 
cent und rates were reduced, the ini- 
tial rate for residential lighting being 
lowered to 5.9 cents per kilowatt hour. 

Accountants of the commission reck- 
cned from the first half year’s profits 
that the figures for the entire year 
might show an excess of $750,000 over 
7% per cent This might bring the 
rate down to 5.2 cents. 


U.S. Recognizes Ecuador 
Provisional Government 


De jure recognition of Ecuador, which 
was withdrawn by the United States 
following the coup d'etat of July 9, 
1925, has been extended to the pro- 
visional government of President Ayora, 
if was announced by the State Depart- 
ment yesterday in making public the 
text of a note delivered Tuesday to the 
minister of foreign affairs of Ecuador 
by M. Gerhard A. Bading, American 
Minister at Quito. 

The State Department note sets forth 
that the American Government “has 
observed with much satisfaction the 
progress which the republic of Ecuador 
has made during the three years or 
more which have elapsed since the 
coup d'etat” and the “tranquillity 
which has prevailed’ during that pe- 
riod. The note further expresses con- 
fidence that the regime of Dr. Ayora 
“represents the majority of the Ecua- 
dorean people and is both capable and 
desirous of maintaining an orderly in- 
ternal administration of the country 
and of scrupulously observing all in- 
ternational obligations.”
